building with separate yard 
where incorrigible prisoners 
can get outdoor exercise and 
stiU be kept from other 
prisoners. 


"It is only about 10 per cent of 


our inmate population that causes 
trouble. O t h e r prisoners 
fear 


them, but trouble is bound to oc- 
cur if they mingle 


"It was with this thought in 


mind that I recommended a sur- 
vey 
of expert penologists that 


would be selected by the national 
association such as they have just 
completed in South Dakota. They 
know the problems and the best 
possible solutions. 


Cost High 


"Costs would be high, possibly 


$150,000 to $200,000. I hesitated to 
suggest such an outlay of money 
without o t h e r s supporting my 
stand. I think events of the past 
•week should cause me to speak 
out. 


"This has been part of my long 


range planning, but I believe tba 
those who are trying to rehabili 
tate themselves should be gfven 
first consideration rather than the 
trouble-makers. We are complet 
ing separate housing for trusties 
that will provide improved quar 
ters. This will provide an incen 
live to behave for every ,man sen 
tenced. 


"Elimination of the 'hole' should 


follow soon. We cannot dispense 
with it until we have a better place 
to Jrfouse the unruly. I hope that 
soon we can provide that even the 
incorrigibles can get exercise and 
be able to eat elsewhere than m 
their cells. 


"The state nas been educating 


me as warden for five years and 
I have endeavored to learn all 
I could. I have attended five prison 
congresses where I discussed prob- 
lems with other wardens from all 
parts of the US.

'Holes Eliminated' 


"Wherever possible'on business 


trips I have visited other peniten- 
tiaries in search of ideas. I have 
visited over a half dozen prisons 
in search of information. 
I find 


that nearly all of the larger pris- 
ons now have maximum security 
sections a n d 
have 
eliminated 


'Holes.' I have visited very few 
of the smaller prisons and do not 
know what they are doing." 


Warden 
Hann said 
that 
he 


thought the building should be 
built to house 50 to 75 men. The 
high price he attributed to soar- 
ing prices of prison equipment. 


He said prisoners have been un- 


settled for several days due to the 
publicity given the institution but 
started settling down Tuesday aft- 
er the Board of Control 10-point 
program became public. 


"We started work immediately 


on the suggestions given by the 
board and anticipate an end to the 
unrest will follow." He indicated 
some changes will be made in the 
guard force as soon as suitable re 
placements can be found.

Two State Reformatory escapees, 


who hid in the reformatory's car- 
penter shop for nearly 56 hours 
before "going over the fence," 
have been given additional two- 
year terms by the Lancaster Dis- 
trict Court. 


Robert G. Nicholson, 22, from 


Sutherland and Elmer Schutz, 25, 
from Edgar, Mont., pleaded guilty 
to charges of escaping from the 
Reformatory on Nov. ,5.

Virtually forgotten now in current discussion 


of Nebraska prison affairs is the remarkable 
record of the iate W. T. (Billy) Fenton, for many 
years warden of the Nebraska penitentiary.. Mr. 
Fenton made a- contribution whith never has 
been fully appreciated by Nebraska's people. 
Big both physically and mentally,- tender-hearted 
and understanding -when the circumstances war- 
ranted,, a man of .decision and stout heart when 
called upon to "exercise those qualities, Mr. 
Fenton was, an- ideal' warden. 


We talk about desirable, acceptable methods 


of prison management. On occasion we place 
emphasis upon technical training as a qualifica- 
tion for the discharge of a very difficult duty. 
If that is to suggest that there is a substitute for 
the individual qualities which distinguish one' 


public official 
from 
an- 


other, then we are in the 
position of barking at the 
moon. Any reasonably com- 
mon-sense system can and 


does work when men make it work. It is indeed 
an ancient system that prevents a warden of a 
penitentiary from developing the policies neces- 
sary to qualify the institution over which he pre- 
sides as a well-handled penitentiary. We knew 
"Billy" Fenton well. The story of his admin- 
istration of the Nebraska penitentiary is an in- 
spiring one. Under it there was a heartening, 
sound improvement in the physical facilities of 
the prison. There was an intelligent, humane, 
sympathetic and yet a well-disciplined admin- 
istration of prison affairs. That was so because 
Billy Fenton, everlastingly on the job, recogniz- 
ing what his job required, made it so. 


He had a capable staff, a staff that converted 


the atmosphere of Nebraska's penitentiary into 
the image of Billy Fenton himself—just, devout, 
a man of Christian conceptions in his relation- 
ships with his fellow men, including those who 
were his wards. He' served as warden of flie 
Nebraska penitentiary from 1914 until his retire- 
ment in 1934—an amazing span of 20 years cov- 
ering a fourth of the Nebraska story as a state. 


* 
Probably Billy Fenton's key to success as the 


warden of Nebraska's penitentiary was his un- 
canny judgment of men, coupled with the gift 
for quick decision in an atmosphere where men 
have to think and act in the flash of an eye. He 
was a man of sound judgment in situations where 


the opportunity for reflec- 
tions or study were limited 
or non-existent. Billy Fen- 
ton came to the Nebraska 
penitentiary in 1914 when 


the conditions which had developed were mat- 
ters of great apprehension and concern to the 
people of. the state. In the full sense of the 
word, he had bad no technical training in penal 
administration. The late Gov. John H. More- 
head of Falls City reached out and beckoned to 
a young law-enforcement officer., a man who 
had been elected sheriff, "Billy" Fenton, to take 
over. If a measure of Mr. Fenton's competency 
is desired, it should be remembered that he 
served first under Mr. Morehead. then former 
Goy. Keith Neville, llsen former Gov. Sam Me-- 
Kelvie, former Gov. Adam McMullen. then the 
late Charles Bryan, then the late Gov. Arthur 
Weaver, and again under former Gov. Bryan- 
four Democrats and three Republicans. We say 
he served under them. More accurately he 
served under the Board of Control which had 
come into being and which took over the ad- 
ministration of state institutions, including the 
state prison, the men's reformatory, the mental 
hospitals and others.

What a regrettable development this latest 


McCarthy blast is! 


What a depressing view it provides in the di- 


vided councils of the Republican party! 


Here was National GOP Chairman Leonard 


Hall less than 24 hours earlier, insisting thai the 
newly elected Democratic-controlled Congress 
has thrown "into the ashcan" a pledge to co- 
operate with President Eisenhower.- If Mr. Hall 
will take enough time to rub the smoke from out 
of his eyes, he will find that the Democrats not 
only will co-operate with President Eisenhower 
in the formulation of American foreign policy, 
but what is more, they actually did co-opsrate. 
throughout the'83rd congressional session, fre- 
quently giving the President more solid support 
than the members of his own party in Congress. 
Chairman Hall might be up to better business 
by looking into the closets of his own party. He 
and the President have made the same mistake 
of persisting hi picturing unity, common pur- 
pose, and harmony within Republican ranks 
when there is no peace nor harmony. 


If Sen. McCarthy's latest statement has any 


meaning at all, it is that so far as he is con- 
cerned, it is war to the bitter end between two 
camps of the Republican Party—a war not so 
cold but hot and sizzling. That is a terrible 
charge that he makes against the President of 
the United Slates, a charge without basis or 
foundation. 


How could the President with a realistic grasp 


of the situation ask for a Republican Congress 
which would have continued Joe McCarthy's 
chairmanship of a vital Senate committee? And 
how can Chairman Hall with any sense of serv- 
ice to the President seek to inflame Democrats, 
possibly endangering co-operaticn on foreign 
policy, by charging well in advance that the 
Democrats have no intention of fulfilling a 
pledge of co-operation?

Latest reports of progress on "blue-ifying"' the 


Blue indicate that communities along the banks 
of that midwestern stream are rallying well to 
do their part in a project for their own benefit 
as well as downstream locales. To date, f iVe Ne- 
braska towns situated'on the upper Big Blue 
have put in sewage disposal plants and two more 
are planning similar installations. And south 
across the Kansas- line, Marysville and Blue 
Rapids are well into active preparation for plants 
of their own.

part this is attributable to location circumstances 
that have placed the sources of pollution farther 
away from the towns affected. However, Han- 
over on the Little Blue in Kansas has bad initial 
-engineering surveys made to study the problem, 
and WaterviUe, also south of the line, last June 
approved necessary bonds for a disposal plant 
there? 


Kansas has lagged somewhat in swinging into 


line on this matter. The argument put forth 
there in the past, and one which has had a cer- 
tain amount of justification, was that as long as 
Nebraska did little or nothing to curtail sewage 
dumping upstream, any effort on the part of 
Kansas would be for naught.

Massive Retaliation Or Patience? 


WASHINGTON — E v e r since 


the election, when it became ap- 
parent that Oregon's bushy-browed 
Sen. Wayne Morse would cast the 
deciding vote in the Senate, both 
Republican and Democratic lead- 
ers have been super-sweet to the 
independent senator they used to 
cold shoulder. 


For example, Vice President 


Richard Nixon sidled up to Morse 
the other day and grabbed his 
hand. 


"Wayne, I want to congratulate 


you on the high calibre campaign 
you conducted," boomed the "vice 
president, referring to the past 
election campaign. 


"Dick," retorted Morse evenly, 


"I wish I could say the same for 
jou/' 


CABINET FEUD 


Secretary of the Treasury Hum- 


phrey, the man closest to Eisen- 
hower, is embroiled in three back- 
stage battles with cabinet col- 
leagues. Their outcome will affect 
the economy of the United States 
for months to come. They might 
also lead to the exit of George 
Humphrey from official life. 


Battle No. 1—is with Secretary 


of State Dulles, et al, over a huge 
new Marshall Plan for Asia. Hum- 
phrey is opposed on the ground 
that it will unbalance the budget. 
So far Dulles has won out. 


Battle No. 2 — is with Secretary 


of Agriculture Benson over the dis- 
posal of crop surpluses. Humphrey 
does not want them dumped abroad 
in any quantify on the argument 
that such dumping becomes an in- 
direct crop support. 


Battle No. 3 — is over loans to 


-Latin America. Here the Presi- 
dent's brother Milton, is on the 
other side of the fence — though 
not actively embroiled in the dis- 
pute. 


Much • more involved are Sena- 


tors Capehart of Indiana, Hicken- 
looper of Iowa, Congressman Ful- 
ton of Pennsylvania, who, though 
Republicans believe the GOP sec- 
retary of the treasury is too tight- 
fisted in loaning money to Latin 
America. They argue that the best 
v/ay to prevent Communism is to 
help develop our good neighbors. 


It was while Humphrey was in 


Rio de Janeiro fighting Battle 
No. 3 that he just about lost Battle 
No 1. This is with John Foster 
Dulles. Secretary of Defense Wil- 
son and Foreign Operations Ad- 
ministrator Harold Stassen over 
a Marshall Plan to Asia. 


Dulles, 
who 
was 
supposed 


to go to the Rio conference, decid- 
ed not to go, appointed Humphrey 
as chief U. S. delegate — though 
not for the purpose of working be- 
hind 
Humphrey's 
back. While 


Humphrey was gone, however, he 
did get busy with some fast foot- 
work which lined up part of the 
cabinet for the Asiatic Marshall 
Plan. 


.Meeting three limes with Eisen- 


hower. Dulles got his okay. Char- 
ley Wilson also concurred — pro- 
vided the Marshall Plan went hand 
in hand with a bigger Army-Navy- 
Airforce. Eisenhower ajreed. 


Dulles then called a secret meet- 


ing of newsmen at a downtown 
hotel and leaked the idea that cur- 
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rent American Economic policies 
with Asia were not good; that to - 
remedy this Eisenhower 
h a d 


agreed to back his aid plan even 
if it meant unbalancing the bud- 
get. 


Stassen, who was already sold on 


the idea, quickly called newsmen 
to a similar confidential lunch- 
eon. Charley Wilson did likewise. 


So when Humphrey got back 


from Rio, it was too late. He could 
have had a personal showdown with 
Ike and threatened his resignation, 
but Humphrey doesn't believe in 
operating that way. 


This means that the Defense 


Department, 
instead 
of cutting 


back on spending, will ask Con- 
gress for $2,000,000,000 more. It 
also means that Dulles and Stas- 
sen will launch a giant develop- 
ment program in Asia which may 
last up to 20 years. 


As a result, business in the USA 


should be good, though it will be 
inflationary, with an unbalanced 
budget — just as under the Demo- 
crats — which was why Humphrey 
was against it. 


Note—In his difference with. 


Secretary Benson, Humphrey ar- 
gues that Benson should limit the 
amount of surplus food the USA 
dumps 
abroad 
to 
$400,000.000. 


Benson wants to send all he can. 
Humphrey claims that surplus- 
food disposal might turn into price 
supports under another name, and 
that this stimulation of the market 
would encourage overproduction.

WASHINGTON—The direction of 


American foreign and military pol- 
icy is in process of a significant 
reversal in line with President Ei- 
senhower's historic press confer- 
ence statement of last week stress- 
ing the need for America to have 
the "courage to be patient." 


While it has not yet been written 


into the language of a National 
Security Council decision, there is 
increasing recognition that Com- 
munist aggression of a limited na- 
ture may occur in the future that 
will, call not for all-out 
atomic 


warfare but for limited forces to 
repel and punish that aggression. 


This represents a decided shift 


from the policy line in Secretary 
of 
State 
John Foster 
Dulles' 


speech to the Council on Foreign 
Relations last January when he 
said that the 
1* basic decision was to 


"depend primarily upon a great 
capacity to retaliate instantly by 
means and at places of our own 
choosing." 


In the same speech Dulles said 


that local defenses would be re- 
inforced by "massive retaliatory 
power." Rightly or wrongly, West- 
ern Europe took this to mean that 
any attempt to resist Communist 
aggression anywhere would mean 
the use of atomic and hydrogen 
bombs. Coupled with the H-bomb 
tests in the Pacific last March and 
the fall-out of radio-active ash 
on a Japanese fishing boat, this 
stirred a profound current of shock 
and fear among America's allies. 


-> -i- * 


The President has been primar- 


ily responsible for moving away 
from the "massive 
retaliatory" 


concept. He has been influenced 
by the views of Glen. Matthew 
Ridgway, chief 
of staff .of/the 


Army, who at the President's re- 
quest appeared before the National 
Security Council in the spring to 
present the case against the use of 
American sea and air power to 
save beleaguered Dien Bien Phu 
in Indochina. Ridgway 
insisted 


that there could be no "immacu- 
late war" and that within a few 
days the call would go out for 
American ground troops, 
which 


were not available in anything like 
the numbers required. 


On another critical issue in 


September the President sustained 
Ridgway when he overrode 
a 


three-to-one decision of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff in favor of bomb- ' 
ing Communist Chinese bases in 
•the interior in retaliation for Red 
attacks on the Nationalist-held is- 
land of Quemoy. Growing recogni- 
tion of the need to fight local wars 
by limited means is further evi- 
dence of the influence of the Ridg- 
way viewpoint. If it is 
finally 


formulated in a security council 
decision, it will be implemented in 
the new military budget in several 
ways, including in particular these 
two: 


1. The reactivation of four or 


five training centers for ground 
forces in the United States prepar- 


' atory to an increase in the number 


of ground divisions. 


2. A moderate expansion of the 


defense production base to insure 
weapons for this enlarged force. 


Although it was generally over- 


looked, a suggestion of the change 
was contained in Dulles' Chicago 
speech. He reiterated that Amer- 
ica must have the capacity "to re- 
spond at places and by means of 
our choosing." Then he added: 


"This, however, does not mean 


that any local war would auto- 


matically be turned Into a gen- 
eral war with atomic bomb* being 
dropped, all over the map."

realization of the 
awful 
conse- 


quences of thermonuclear warfare 
that is responsible for the reorien- 
tation of policy now taking place. 
Even the question of further H- 
bomb tests is being warmly de- 
bated. Many eminent scientists 
believe that another series of tests, 
such as those of last February and 
March, would increase the radio- 
active content of the atmosphere 
to such an extent as to menace 
future generations, affecting . the 
human germ cell in such a way as 
to increase greatly the birth of de- 
fectives. 


So much stress has been put on

of the-Korean War the clamor 
grew to use atomic bombs on Chi- 
nese centers. 
H the public is to 


share in part at least the Presi-

of what these 


weapons mean, the AEC is going 
to have to be a lot less secretive.

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Act Of Congress Suggested To Replace Compact Plan 


Recommendation Will Serve 
As Guide To New Governors 


TOPEKA, Kan. 1*1 
The Mis- 


souri River 
States 
Committee 


Tuesday recommended one more 
stab at trying to get Congress to 
authorize c o m p a c t negotiations 
for water use in the 10-state bas- 
in. 
The compact 
approach to 


management or operation of the 
river development program was 
approved at a meeting here a year 
ago. 
It was submitted to Con- 


gress and passed the Senate. 


Gov. Sigurd Anderson of South 


Dakota, chairman of the 
basin 


states group, said the ahthoriza- 
tion bill died in the House after 
it was resisted by federal agencies 
involved. 


The action taken was a recom- 


mendation to guide seven new gov- 
ernors among the 10 who will 
compose the committee after in- 
augurations early next year. 


Several members of the com- 


mittee expressed themselves in 
favor of junking the compact plan 
which the committee has been 
studying and revising for 
five 


years. They proposed instead an 
act of Congress which would em- 
body'most of the partnership prin- 
ciples of'the compact. . 


Speedier Method 


Gail Ireland, representing Colo- 


rado, suggested it would be speedi- 
er for the Missouri River States 
Committee and its working partner, 
the Missouri Basin Inter-Agancy 
Committee, to obtain legal recog- 
nition through an act of Congress. 


"Is it sound to tie ourselves 


down with a solemn compact which 
may take 20 years to negotiate?" 
Ireland asked. 


Richard Fabrick, 
representing 


Montana, and Robert B. Hippie, 
a lay member from South Dakota, 
agreed with Ireland. 


Jabrick said he was positive that 


if the governors of the states pre- 
pared an act embodying virtually 
the same principles as the pro- 
posed compact it would be enacted 
within two years. 


"It can become a fact before 


the compact can be considered by 
the legislatures 
of the various 


states," he said. 


More Practical 


Fabrick said the people of Mon- 


tana felt yie act of Congress ap- 
proach to the management of the 
development program was more 
practical. It- could be 'amended 
more readily to fit changing times, 
be explained. 


Gov. 
Anderson said the compact 


was a plan under which the states 
and the federal government are 
co-partners in.management of the 
development projects. 


"In Washington I learned some 


of the.federal agencies didn't like 
the plan and wanted the compact 
to be only between the states." 
Anderson said. "There has been 
a lot of foot dragging." 


Agencies Not Mentioned 


He did not mention any agencies 


by name. 
- Curtis Olson, Valley City, N.D., 
said he believes it should be the 
No. 1 objective of the committee to 
achieve a compact between the 
states. Representatives from Ne- 
braska, Missouri, Kansas and Wyo- 
ming agreed with him. 


Gov. Norman Brunsdale of North 


Dakota was elected chairman of 
the group succeeding Anderson. 
Brunsdale was unable to attend 
because of a recent fall at the 
capitol building .in Bismarck. 


Olson will be secretary-treasurer 


of the committee next year, suc- 
ceeding Fred Henson of South 
Dakota.

... Prohibitive State Laws Hit ~~~ 


*LOS ANGELES W>—Secretary of 


Labor James P. Mitchell Tuesday 
defended the idea o£ compulsory 
union membership and condemned 
state laws which prohibit such re- 
quirements in labor contracts. 


"I believe that when employers 


and unions representing a major- 
ity of their employes agree on 
'union shop' they should have the 
right to have one," Mitchell said 
in a speech for the CIO convention. 


Under a "union shop" all work- 


ers must become union members 
to keep their jobs. The Taft-Hart- 
ley Law permits this but allows 
individual states to prohibit it. 
Seventeen states, mostly in the 
South and West, have such "right- 
to-work" laws and moves to enact 
them are underway in other states. 


Warmly Welcome 


The CIO's reaction appeared to 


be that while Mitchell's opposition 
to such laws was warmly welcome, 
unions p r e f e r r ' e d repealing the 
Taft-Hartiey sanction and thus kill- 
ing the slate laws at one blow. 


CIO President Walter Reuther 


told reporters "the- federal gov- 
ernment has overriding'Tesponsi- 
bility in the field of social and 


, labor legislation" and said he be- 
lieved the Eisenhower administra- 
tion has "an obligation to seek a 
change in the Taft-Hartley Law 
to a c c o m p l i s h what Secretary 
Mitchell has said." 
' The trend of Eisenhower admin- 
istration recommendations in la- 
bor legislation has, until now, been 
toward encouraging more state, 
and less federal, control over labor 
relations problems. 


Mitchell's 
speech 
included a 


message from Pres:dent Eisenhow- 
er which said "labor union efforts 
to help strengthen our general wel- 
fare . . . have enriched the lives 
not only of union members but of 
millions of Americans."

WASHINGTON UB — Most Amer- 


ican farmers will start harvesting 
a strange new crop next year: so- 
cial security. In effect, this brings 
a far-reaching new era to agricul- 
ture. 


For more than 20 years of mush- 


rooming growth, the federal sys- 
tem for retirement or death bene- 
fit* hardly scratched the surface 
on the farm. Fluctuating, hard-tc- 
figure incomes, a tendency toward 
scant bookkeeping, 
and shifting 


workers presented special prob- 
lems considered 
too tough to 


tackle. 
( 


Problems Ironed Out 


Now, officials believe, these prob- 


lems have been ironed out. The 
new social security law extends 
coverage to an estimated 3,600,000 
farm 
operators—people farming 


for themselves; and to about 2,100,- 
000 farm laborers—people doing 
farm work for others. 


In the past, 6nly about 700,000 


farm laborers have been covered; 
in the future, all but about 700,000 
out of a working farm population 
of roughly seven million will be 
covered. 


Made Payments 


Those who are covered, and 


their employers, will make reg- 
ular payments to the Old Age and 
Survivors Insurance system OASI 
In return, they can get monthly 
benefits when they retire at age 
65, or if they die beforehand, their 
survivors can get monthly bene- 
fits 
These benefits range from 


$30 monthly for an individual up 
to $200 monthly for a family.

If total income is above $1,800, 


the farm operator must figure his 
net income or profit. If these net 
earnings are less than $900, he has 
another choice. He can report his 
actual earnings, or $900—which- 
ever he chooses 


Both his taxes and his benefits 


will depend on bis reported income. 
HP pays a special social security 
tax of 3 per cent of his reported 
income, up to $4,200 a year. His 
benefits will be based on his aver- 
age income over the period he is 
covered. The higher the income, 
the bigger the benefits. 


FARM LABORERS 


Under the old law, farm labor- 


ers were covered if they were 
"regularly" hired by one employ- 
er and received cash wages of $50 


or more :rom that employer in a 
three-month period, 
or 
quarter. 


The definitions were complex and 
records had to be kept over a long 
period to determine if a worker 
were covered. 


$100 By One Employer 


Under the new law, the simple 


test is that the worker, to be cov- 
ered, must be paid $100 by a single 
employer in a calendar year. The 
employer must deduct 2 per cent 
of these wages when they are paid, 
and add another 2 per cent of his 
own. The employer turns all this 
over to the government. The work- 
er himself has no returns to make. 


If a worker earns $75 a year 


from one employer and $75 from 
another, he is not covered. If he 
earns $150 from one employer and 


$150 from another, both employers 
must make their deductions and 
send in their returns on the work- 
er. 
« 
The employer's report must in- 


clude each worker's name, wages 
said him and social security num- 
?er. A farm operator also must in- 
clude his social security number 
in his own return. 


Like others under th§, system, 


farmers must have at least 18 
months coverage to become eli- 
gible for benefits.

Union Bank Claims Discrimination On 
Taxes; County Board Asks Legal Help 
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The Union Bank at 4747 Prescott 


las filed with the Lancaster Coun- 
;y Board a claim for refund of 
that portion of its 1954 personal 
jroperty tax paid in excess of four 
mills on its capital stock valua- 
tion. 


The bank paid $1,931 to the 


county treasurer in personal taxes, 
of which $321.83 is retained for the 
:ounty. 


The claim was referred by the 


board to the County Attorney's of- 
fice for legal analysis and opinion. 


The bank states that its paid tax 


was computed upon capital stock 
at 8 mills, whereas all other cor- 
porations are taxed at the rate of 
4 mills. 
t 


The bank contends that 8 mills 


is unconstitutional as a discrimi- 
nation against banks, industrial 
loan, investment and trust compa- 
nies, and thus it is entitled to re- 
fund of taxes paid exceeding the 


4-mill basis under which all ether 
corporations are taxed. 


In the alternative to a refund 


of taxes in excess of four mills on 
capital stock, the bank contends 
the 8-mill tax should be the only 
personal property tax and in lieu 
of all other personal property 
taxes. It states that paid tax also 
"includes computation upon other 
assets of this corporation." 


The tax refund claim for $108.78 


made by the Hompes Tire Co., of 
Lincoln, was also referred to the 
County Attorney. 


Basis of the refund claim is the 


$62,750 valuation assessed by the 
county and the $35,350 valuation 
as reported by the company. 


Hompes and other Lincoln car 


dealers have suits pending in Lan- 
caster District Court contesting 
the legality of the State Tax Com- 
missioner's motor vehicle valua- 
tion schedule for assessing used 
car inventories.

per cent endorsement to McCar- 
thy's assertion that:

McCarthy's 
Blast At Ike 


By The Associated Press 


Sen. Joseph McCarthy (R-Wis) 


made his explosive s t a t e m e n t 
against the President during a 
brief appearance at his Investigat- 
ing Subcommittee's probe of Com- 
munists in defense plants. 


McCarthy opened Tuesday by ex- 


pressing thanks for fellow com- 
mittee members for carrying on 
in his absence, occasioned by an 
injured elbow. Then he got down 
to the meat of the matter: 


"In view of the fact that this 


may be my temporary swan song 
as chairman of the investigating 
committee, I think it important 
to comment briefly upon certain 
facts. 


who hold up the work of our (Red 
probing) committee and on the oth- 
er hand urges that we be patient 
with the Communist hoodlums who, 
as of this very moment, are tor- 
turing and brainwashing American 
uniformed men in Communist dun- 
geons." 


Sen. Welker (R-Idaho), who led 


the floor fight against Senate con- 
demnation of the Wisconsin sena- 
tor's conduct, came closest when 
he commented, "I hardly think it 
is necessary for the chief executive 
to be warmly congratulating any- 
one in [this unfortunate affair . . . 
in this political trial, and that is 
all it was, the 96 senators were 
not the judges. The American peo- 
ple were the judges . . . McCarthy 
stands vindicated before the jury 
of the American people." 


Several senators who v o t e d 


against condemning McCarthy ral- 
lied to the President's support. One 
of them was Sen. Goldwater (R- 
Ariz), who told a reporter: 


"I disagree with Sen. McCarthy 


that the Eisenhower administration 
has not fought communism at 
home and .abroad . . . I agree 
with the administration that ex- 
treme measures'must not be taken 
in the prisoner situation unless it 
is absolutely necessary." 


Sen. Martin- (R-Pa), who also 


voted'against condemnation, said 
"when anybody accuses Gen. Ei- 
sehower of not fighting commu- 
nism, they don't know the man." 


"I just regret the attack," com- 


mented Sen. Millikin 
(R-Colo), 


chairman of the conference of all 
GOP senators and another who 
voted against condemnation. 


There were Democrats who took 


a more lighthearted view. "The 
plot thickens," said Sen. Green 
(D-RI). Sen. Holland (D-Fla) said, 
'I see no point in getting mixed
